But there was nothing that did more enlarge 
the Bounds of the Roman Empire z and increaſe - 
their Power, than their skill in the taking of 
Fortified Towns. Many times, although the 
number of the Enemies within, was far grea- 
ter, and they had things neceſſary to oppoſe the 
Beſiegers, and were lodged within' ſuch ſtrong 
Towns and Walls, that it ſeemed a madneſs to 
offer to take them by force ; yet the Romans did 
often ſit down before ſuch places, and when they
